Americans Ready to Help German 
Wounded and Prisoners. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—A  state- 
ment making it clear that the American 
Red Cross will not neglect German 
wounded or prisoners and will welcome 
co-operation from Americans of German 
origin was authorized tonight by Chair- 


man Davison, of the Red Cross War 
Council. 


“When war was declared between the f 


United States and Gérmany,”’ said Mr. 
Davison, the neutrality of the Amer- 
}iean. Red Cross, of course, ended auto- 


matically. The American Red Cross can pe 
co-operate only behind the lines of the mal le

PARIS, Aug. 10.—Dr. Karl Liebknecht. 
former Socialist leader in the German 
Reichstag, who was arrested in connec- 
tion with the May Day demonstrations 
in Berlin in 1916, was liberated a fort- 
night ago by the German Government 
through fear that he might die in prison.
